dy any Giant 62 Kuight; reſolving vow is the yzeſency;of his 
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Ladies kin{-=woman to ſtew the utmoſt effects theresf, gave che 
Giant two ſuch mighty ULlows, that with the one he cut off his 
Leg. and with the other he quite kiſſed him. 

The P2inceſs all this while beholding the Combat, and ſeeing 
the mighty blows Don Bellianis gave the Giant, could not ima⸗ 
gine who it ſhould be, and that ſo much worth and ſtrength ould 
remain in one ſingle Knight; but well viewing his arms, he re⸗ 
membꝛed him to be the Knigbt of the Naſiſi-xs, who had done 
ſuch bꝛave as at Babylon foꝛ the relief of her Conſin the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs Florisbella, and viewing ber Picure on his Shield, he

On Bellians and his Knights travelled ſo faſt, that within 
thze hours after they overtok their company, fox the Pzin⸗ 
ceſs and her Hus band made but eafie marches, and had ſtayed 
A a Town not far off to dinner: When Den Bellianis came 
befoze the Duke and the P3inceſs, they asked him how he had 
ſped in his enterpzize- wherenpon he gave them ſuch an ac⸗ 
connt; that they reſted very well ſatiefied : they were now come 
within two leagues of Sbyraz, and many of the Nobility hay 
already come to them to give them the welcome, which they 
thankfullp received. .

Wente 
the Magi are thought to let tozth toward Bethe lem, anↄ here mas 
ny Kings have ſwayed their Dcepters: in fe it is a plice ve- 
fended by nature, inricht by trade, by art made lovely, the Cine 
yards, Gardens, Cypzeſſes, and Temples, raviſhthe ere, and 
imell in every part (wett and delightful. ers 

Theſe excellent perſons were received into this moſt delight⸗ 
ſome place, with a great deal of ſolemnity and joy, and in all the 
p2incipal places of that City, and all other plates of the nation, 
they were immediately Pꝛeclaimed King and Queen of Shycaz, 
Lare,and Jaarown, L92d and Lady of Ormus, Mzqueroon,Cers 
moen,Chuſeſtam, Sigeſtan, and Farſeſtan, Pzince and Pztuceſs 
of the Galph of perſia, andof the Ades there. Theſe were the 
titles, and great was the” joy and acclamations of all that vaſt 
kingdom, which reaches above ſix hundzed miles round about, 
If I Gouldrecite to you the many ſhews, pageants, and trium- 

hant arches that were built, and the feveral congratulatozp 
— that were that day made to their new King and Queen, 
I ſhould as much weary you with the reading, and my ſelf with 
the wiiting thereof, as they were that dap wesried with the 
hearing of them, and indeed they were ſs tedious, that although 
they came to the City by two of the clock afternoon, pet was it 
nine sf theclsck at night befoze they came to the pallace : 
whither they being arrived, they diſmiſſed moſt of their ſubjects, | 
and being much wearied they went to take their ozvinary repoſe, | 
which through wearinels every one enjoyed. crcept Von Belli-

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and went to ſalute the Aing and Quern, and humbly beſought 
them fincehe had ſeen them ſafely rcceived into their Kingdom, 
they would be pleaſed to give him leave to depart about his moze 
weighty affairs. This diſcourſe much troubled them, hoping 
that they ſhould enjoy his company foꝛ a longer ſeaſen, but ſince 
he was ſo deſtrous to be gone, they pꝛayed him that he would 
do them ſo much honoz as to ſtay ten days longer, in whith time 
they intended to be Crowned. 

Don Bellianis not well knowing how to deny any thing to per- 
ſons ſo obliging, conſented to this Requeſt, pzovided that as ſoon 
as the Dolemnicy was ended, they would no longer defire ts de⸗ 
tain him from his Adventures: To which they both engaged 
themſelves, and thereupon that day the King iſſued fozth his 
Commands to all perſons, concerned. to repair to the Court on 
that day ſeven night, to aſitſt at the Ceremonies which were ac- 
tuſtames at the Cozonation, with free liberty foz all Knights, 
as well Ch:ifians as Pagaus, to go aud come at the ſame time, 
and during their ſtay to ſhew their Ualoz and Panhood in Til- 
ting, Jouſting, and all other Knightly Exerciſes.

This Ceremonp being per⸗ 
fozmed, they both deſcended from their Thꝛones, and walking 
thzungh the Temple remonnted their Chariot, riding therein 
thꝛough the City with their Czowus on to the Court, where they 
were no ſoner arrived, but the Tables wete ſp3ead with all 
manner of deltcious Utands that the Countrp could alfowd, many 
Mealchs going round the Table foz che pꝛolperity ef the King 
and Queen, © After Dinner was ended, befoze any perſon did 
ariſe-from Table, the Herald at Arms (accozding to cuſtome, did

Wonderkul aſtoniſhment to all the perlons there pzeleut, aun 

gave the Ring and Queen a ſenſible trouble to be thus intet⸗ 
rupted in the midſt of their Solemnity, The Ring aulwertd 
That he was lo well ſatisfied in the Juftice sf the Quatrel, that 
be was ready himſelk to enter the Field to vindicate his Right, 
but the Queen dilwaded him therekrom, not queſtioning but chat 
they Gould find ſome other Champion. 

Dany Knights p2eſently aroſe , aud deſired the King and 
Queen that they might have the Yonoz of the Combate , but 
the” Bing was reſolved not to venture his Title in the hands 
of aup, hut ſuch a one as he Gould be very confivent of his wozth, 
Don Be!!izris thinking himſelf obliged co do ſomewhat, was res 
ſolvrdto undertake the Combate, and therekoze ariſing from 
his ſeat, deſired the King and Queen to admit him to be their 
Champion, and to put the tryal of their Cauſe into his hatids,” 
The King would willingly have excuſed it, by reaſon of the mas 
ny Obligations which he had already received from him: Vuc 
Don Bellianis who vvas reſolves not to be denyed, pꝛeſſed them 
ſo hard, that at length they condeſcended, Wheretipon he deſired 
that the Combate might pzeſently be perfozmed.

Don Bellianis having Armed himſelf, pzeſently repaired' to 
the place appointed fox the Combate, where when he came, de 
found the Buiccht of the Iſland of Pearls , and the King and 
Queen, and moſt of the Nobility ſeated near the Lifts, to be- 
hold this Tombate. Both the Combatants were armed with 
very god Armoꝛ, Don Bellianis being armed with that famous 
Armoz enrichev with Baſilisks, and his Shield whereon was 
the Picture of the Pꝛincels Florisbella, and mounted on an te 
tellent Hozſe. The other Bright was as well armed and monn⸗ 
ted, when taking each ok chem u Launte, at the und of the 
Trumpets they couched their Launces, and Don Bellzanis 
the great deſire he had to hit his enemy, miſled his encounter ; 
but the other knight did not lo, but hit his'enemy lo fircelyon 
the Shield, that Don Bellianis loſt both his Dtirrops3 _—_— 
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he was ſo extreamly enraged; that thzowing away his Launce 
without making any uſe thereof, he dzew-his Swozd, which 
bis enemy likewiſe did, and gave Don Bellianis a mighty blow 
on the Helm. 

The Knightof the and of Pearls having given bis enemy 
tiro ſuch notable ſtrokes without receiving any , did certainly 
aſſure himſelf of the better of the Combate : but was quickly of 
another mind, when Don Bellianis being thꝛoughly enraged, lif⸗ 
ting up his Swoꝛd, gave the Knight ſo mighty a blow, that he 
tumbled him down from his Yozſe : Rut he ſon recovered his 
Legs and Swozd, and went on to kill the Yo2ſe of his enemy; 
which Don Bellionis ſeeing, he quickly diſmounted and aſſaulted 
his enemy with many ſtrokes, which were returned With great 
ſtzength. During the time of this Combate with the Knights, 
their Pozſes began a fiterce Combate, foz they ran violently a- 
gainſt one another, and lifting vp their fo2e txt wounded each 
other, and what they could not do, they perfozmecd with their 
teeth, biting one another in marvelous manner, to the great 
aſtoniſhment. of the behalders. Thus contiunued they a god 
While, but in the end Don Bellianis his Poſe cauſc d the other to 
run away, which was taken notice of to be a god Omen to his 
Walter, who in the mean time was net idle: But reſolving ſo 
ſon as this Combate was finiſhed to be gone, therefo2e he did 
his utmoſt endeavoz to vanquiſh his enemy, whom he had ſo 
wounded in leverall places, that it was impoſſible fo; him to 
continnue much longer.

Dread Lord, +3 | 

8 my laſt to you, our Succeſs in your Wars hath been very 

various, for the Emperor of Trebizoxd continuing in his wil - 
tulneſs, endeavored all he could to lengthen the War, which he 
eſſected by the continua arrival of freſh Forces: but however 
the Juſtice of your Cauſe gave us ſufficient Succeſs 4 for although 
your Forces did rather Yiminiſh than encreaſe, yet we ſtill joyned 
the better: At length we being wear ied with the tediouſneſs of 
the War, reſolved « to our diſadvantage, to bazard all in 
one Batrel which we both began and continued with equal ſucceſs 
till new Forces arriving at his Army ſomewhat diſcouraged your 
Soldiers ; but however Irefolved to put an end to the War with 
that one days Barrel, if poſſible, and chere fore giving your Forces 
fr eſh encouragement, by my endeavours we continued the Figlu; 
but moſt fortunate was it for us that thoſe Forces you ſent under 
the Conduct of my Brothers and Friends, came at chat time ſo op- 
porrunely , for it fo diſcouraged our Enemies, and gave ſo much 
encouragement to your Soldiers, that all reſolved to make this uſe 
thereof, either to conquer or die. This their Reſolurion they well 
enough performed , tor after a long and bloody Bartel, our Ene-
